THE EIGHTH MINING CONGRESS. 

The American Mining Congress and allied organiza- 
tions, which will meet in this city from Nov. 17 to 
Nov. 21, will be an exceptional gathering in the extent 
of its popular appeal and its features of interest and 
profit. 

The industries that have to do with mineral prod- 
ucts, which, of course, include mineral oils, give em- 
ployment to more than 3,000,000 men in the United 
States. They supply considerably more than half of 
the freight moved by the railroads. They utilize a 
capita] that totals an enormous sum and provide a 
form of investment more favored than any other in 
this country. 

To this congress, representing concerns of such 
magnitude and commanding the attention of so greata 
percentage of Americans, Senator Cummins will come 
to explain his railroad bill. The problem of the work- 
ers arm its specia) relation to this industry, where it 
is constantly assuming phases more acute than are 
encountered in other industries, will be discussed by 
wnion leaders and by other men whose views carry an 
authority deserving of careful analysis.

The prohibition fanatics are discovering that it 
is one thing to get subservient legislators to pass 8 
legislative lie for the destruction of rights and the 
restriction of liberty and quite another thing to en- 
force the legal lie. ; 

As we predicted, things are not going well with the 
plans of the puritans. One great prohibition State— 
a thoroughly representative State—has repudiated 
national prohibition and a drastic enforcement act 
and two Judges of Federal District Courts have pro- 
poured the war-time prohibition act unconstitution- 
al and oppressive. Other Federal Judges have in- 
dicated similar opinions. 

Judge Arthur L. Brown of Providence, R. L, has 
flatly pronounced the act unconstitutional. He de- 
nounces the law as one that works irreparable dam- 
ages and hardships and as contrary to the provision 
in the Federal amendment giving time for the ad- 
justment of business conditions and persona! habits. 

Judge Evans of Louisville declares the law uncon- 
stitutional and will grant an injunction to enable 
liquor-dealers to sell their tax-paid whisky. Cer- 
tainly it is an extraordinary situation when the Gov- 
ernment on the one hand collects heavy taxes on 
whisky and issues licenses for its sale and on the 
other hand forbids its sale for reasons that have long 
since passed. 

The truth is the Government its placed in a wholly 
false position by the war-time prohibition act, which 
went into effect after every reason given for its pas- 
sage had vanished. It is not only destructive of prop- 
erty, and an invasion of personal rights and liberties, 
but the ground for destruction and invasion does not | 
exist. 

Even if the ban is not lifted by peace and demobili- 
zation, the law is doomed by action of the courts, as 
it should be. Fundamental rights and verities can- 
not be tossed aside lightly.
